Here was never any thing by the wit 
of man fo well deviſed, ar o ſure 

. eftabliſhed, which, in continuance of 
time, hath not heen corrupted : As, mong 
other things, it may plainly appear by the 
Common Prayers in the Church, commonly 
called Divine Service, The firſt originel 
and greund whereof, If aman would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, ke hall find 
that the ſame was rot ordained but of a 
gecd purpoſe. and for « great advances 
ment of Godtineſs: For they fo ordered 
the matter. that all the whole Bidle, (or 
the greateſt part thereof) ſhnald be read 
over once every year; Tatending thereby, 
Chat the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch az were 
Miniſters in ihe Congregation, ſhould (by 
often reading and itation in Gods 
word) be ttirred up to godlineſs them- 
ſelves, and be more able to exhort others 
by wholeiom dodrine, and to confute them 
that were adverſaries to the truth; and 
further, that the people, (by daily beating 
of holy Scripture read in the Chyrch ) 
might contiruafly profit wore and more 
In the knowledge of God, and be the more 
inflamed with tac love of his true Reii- 


gion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this G-dly 
and decent Order of the ancient Fathers 
bath been ſo altered, broken, and negle&- 
ed, by planting in uncertain Stories and
